In 37 States By Early December 


By Dec. 6, 37 Conventions Will Have Been 
Held, One More Than Enough to Kill 


The total vote of 180,766 was 
larger than had been predicted by 
Election Board officials. It was 46 
per cent of the registration of 385,- 
009, but it is to be remembered that 
the registration was that of last 
March, before the mayoralty elec- 
tion, and had been subject to 
shrinkage by deaths and removals 
ever since. However, some voters 
were permitted -to cast votes on 
their affidavit that they were qual- 
ified residents, thougk not regis- 
tered.

Taking his cuse from the Presi- 
stand, Johnson decided that 
he could only bring the steel in- 
dustry into line by being “tough.” 
He became so “tough” at one stage 
during the negotiations. last night 
that Chief Counsel Donald Richberg 
and Députy Administrator Kenneth 
Simpson intervened to prevent open 
rupture. The unreality of such a 
s‘‘uation may be gleaned from the 
fact that Simpsoh is a steel man 
and Richberg is a union labor at- 
torney. 
: Agreed First on Wages. 

An agreement was reached first 
on The minimum which was 
fixed is estimated to exceed 40 
cents an hour. The problem of 
miaximum hours presented more 
“difficulty. The steel.amen contend- 
ed that in an industry which op- 
erates continuously, 24 hours @ day, 
they could not accept a maximum 
of less than 10 hours a day. John- 
gon and Richberg hammered away 
at them, and finally won an aver- 
age work week of 40 hours over a 
period of three months, with a max- 
imum .of 48 hours and six days in 
any single week. This doomed the 
seven-day week. 

Again, after prolonged discussion, 
the steel magnates agreed to intro- 
duce the straight eight-hour day on 
or after Nov. 1, providing produc- 
tion has reached 60 per cent of 
capacity. The operators protested 
against this, asserting that it would 
involve a violent dislocation of 
their present processes. Eventual- 
ly they yielded to “persuasion.” 

Finally, NRA officials broached 
the proposal of having NRA repre- 
sentatives sit in at meetings of the 
board of directors of the American 
Iron and Steel Institute—which will 
administer the code—with author- 
ity to examine its records. At this 
the threw up their hands, 
and that the proposal was 
impossible.

'- TULSA, Ok., Aug. 19.—Evidence 
that babies born »Out of wedlock 
have been sold here for adoption 
was revealed today by Mrs. Mabel | 
Bassett, State Commissioner ot 
Charities and Corrections. 

Mrs. Bassett asserted she had 
obtained statements signed by three 
physicians after the “baby market” 
Was uncovered accidentally by Miss 
Helen Schaeffer, director of the 
local Children's Service Bureau. 

At least four babies have been! 
“sold” recently, Mrs. Bassett said, 
for sums ranging from $70 to $100, 
the physicians allegedly taking the 
money as “costs of hosfitalization.” 

Miss Schaeffer .told Mrs. Bas- 
sett her suspicions were aroused ; 
when two women calljed and asked 
about the parentage of a baby of- 
fered them for adoption for $100. 

After Mrs. Bassett was advised, 
an investigation was begun that 
showed four children, all born of 
girl mothers, had been disposed 
of in this fashion over a period of 
a féw weeks. 

One Born in Hospital: 

One child was born in a hospital, 
one at a private home and the. 
other two at local institutions 
which Mrs. Bassett said she could 
hot. recommend to prospective 
mothers. ; - 

In each instance, Mrs. Bassett 
said, the doctor in the case advised 
the young mother he would relieve 
her of the responsibility of caring 
for the child- 

“The girls agreed because they 
had been betrayed and “were at a 
low ebb, both physically and men- 
tally, and because they were co 
desperately poor they: ¢ould not 
pay hospital costs and care for 
the children,” Mrs. Bassett said. 

Two cases investigated showed 
the foster parents were paying for 
the babies they had bought on an 
installment plan and in two other 
cases Mrs. Bassett said she found 
the new homes of tke children 
were not “proper” for babies. 

The doctors were quoted by her 
as saying they were justified in 
obtaining a fee for their services 
and there was no other way to 
obtain pay:~- 

“It is the State’g shame that these 
Cases cannot be prosecuted,” Mrs. 
Bassett said. “We need legislation 
badly to protect unfortynate girls.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19. —More 
than one-third of the $3,300,000,000 
public works fund already has been | 
allotted and many additional proj- 
ects are to be approved soon in the 
administration’s efforts to provide 
employment for the jobless. 
Allocations thus far aggregate | 
$1,196,721,389, Secretary of Interior 
Ickes, the public works adminis- 
trator, announced today. He added 
that if the present rate were main- 
tained the entire fund would be ex- 
hausted in less than six mionths. 
‘Most of the projects 


but many of those to be announced 
at an early date are non-Federal 


ones. 

Federal projects were selected 
first, Ickes. said, because the ma- 
chinery already existed to get them 
under way with a minimum of de- 
lay and ‘without opening unpro- 
tected avenues where funds might 
be misused.” 

’ Speedy Action Taken. 

“The function of the public works 
administration is to get men back 
to work and thus restore purchas- 
ing power as quickly as possible,” 
he said. “This. is being done with 
the greatest expedition. 

“The public works administration 
is fighting the depression and ‘un- 
employment with American dollars. 
Work is being supplied thousands 
who for months ‘have been carried 
on relief rolls. A very high per- 

tage of the money already al- 
lotted will go into pay envelopes. 

“The men who go to work di- 
rectly on a public’ works road, 
bridge, housing project or naval 
vessel are not the 
ficaries' of the public works fund. 
For every man employed at the 
site of the project it is estimated 
that two others ‘behind the lines’ 
get jobs. This necessarily means a 
tremendous stimulation to business, 

“The first objective in the attack 


of the Public Works Administra- 
ition against present economic con- 


ditions has been achieved. Men 
actually are at work on national 
recovery highway projects. Many 
others, long unemployed, are join- 
ing them every hour. And ag the 
program moves from paper into 
construction, men move from re- 
lief roles onto pay rolls. * 

Determined to Avoid Waste. 

‘ “Although speed has been the 
watchword the Public Works. Ad- 
ministration is determined that 
there shall be no misuse of the 
fund, no waste and no’ extre v- 
agance. 

“Contracts will be drawn care- 
fully with every protection afford- 
ed the Government and the tax- 
payers of this country who are put- 
ting up the money.”

Agent and Cause Unknown.

Dr. Leake and others 
agreed that the indications pointed 
to an ultra-microscopic virus as the 
cause, and human “carriers,” con- 
valescent or never ill of the disease, 
as the agents of transmission.

Rains a few weeks ago flushed the 
streams and with cooler weather setting in fish have been showing 
considerably more activity toward angler’s offerings. 


Jack salmon and small mouth 
bass have been striking better dur- 
ing the last week than at any time 
all summer, reports out-State ind!- 
cate. Jacks usually do their best 
striking in the late summer and 
early fall months and when they 
become frequent additions to the 
creel’s contents fishermen are gen- 
erally_reasonably. sure that the sea- 
son’s best fishing is g. 

Minnows are perhaps the best lure 
now for all the game fish, although 
plugs have had a greater appeal to 
Lake of the Ozarks fish lately than 
the live article. Deep running, wob- 
ly, minnow-like lures are recom- 
mended. Fly fishermen haven't had 
quite as much success during the 
last few weeks as they did during 
May and June—both months when 
there is an abnormal glut of in- 
sects—but fly rod feather minnows 
have in some instances béen the 
means of bringing to net satisfac- 
tory strings of fish. 

Stomachs of small mouth bass, 
jack salmon and green sunfish 
taken during the week showed that 
all preferred minnows as their prin- 
cipal diet. No other food was de- 
tected. 

All fish in Missouri waters are 
still eligible to a place in the creel. 
Trout fishing will not end until 
Nov. 1. i 


Baby Quail at State ‘Fair. 


The biggest display of wild life 
native to Missouri ever assembled 
in the State outside of the St. 
Louis Zoo has been provided by 
the Game and Fish Department at 
its exhibit at the State Fair in Se- 
dalia. 

The exhibit contained ‘several 
hundred fish, nearly a score of 
mammals and many game birds. 
One of the displays which attract- 
ed much attention was the quail- 
hatching unit furnished by.the Mis- 
souri Pheasantries at Windsor, Mo. 
E. E. Breisch, operator of the 
hatchery, loaned the department a 
brooder house filled with baby 
quail, an incubator in which quail 
‘were hatched during the Fair and 
a pair of his champion egg-produc- 
ing brood stock birds. 

Although no order has been 
placed by the State Game and Fish 
Department for quail this year as 
yet, the State Department has in 
the past been one of Breisch’s big- 
gest customers. —

scene also were shown in the ex- 
hibit. 


New Waterfowl Sanctuary. 


The largest waterfowl sanctuary 
in Missouri is now under construc- 
tion at the mouth of Hogles Creek, 
six miles south of Warsaw, Mo., 
at the edge of the Lake of the 
Ozarks. It will contain more than 
600 acres. 

This new sanctuary is being pro- 
vided by the Union Electric Co., 
developers of the power project at 


Bagnell and the Lake of the Ozarks., 


Present plans provided that the 


area now being flooded will be an 
inviolate sanctuary for migratory 
waterfowl. . 

Fifty men are Now employed in 
constructing dikes and a dam at 
the mouth of Hogles Creek that a 
flood plain embracing approximate. 


ly 600 acres can be flooded. This ° 


work will be completed before fa); 
rains set in and should provide , 
safety zone for migrating birds this 
year. There is considerable smar 
weed and other natural food in the 
area to attract waterfow! which 
once provided with a sanctuary 
soon learn to make use of the safety 
area.

ries maintained by duck shooting 


clubs along the Missouri and Mis. © 


sissippi rivers there are few safe 
resting places for waterfowl ip 
Missouri. 

The Lake of the Ozarks was sur. 
veyed by representatives of the 
Missouri Game and Fish Depart.

OW safe is the Zeppelin type airship? 

With comparable shore support, such ‘as the steamship has 
in its harbors, docks, lighthouses, radio compasses, marine in- 


formation and the like, and with even a relatively comparable ex- 
perience in officers and crew, the airship can be operated * as 
safely and efficiently as the steamship; 


There are rocks and shoals along 
the courses Of each. But these are 
marked and are definitely rec- 
ognizable whether on weather 
maps or ocean charts and-the ex- 
perienced mariner will in each 
case give them wide berth., In 
their skillful avoidance lies safe- 
ty. 

Weather, bad landings, struc- 

ral failure—most people think 
t these as the rocks and shoals 
of airship navigation. Let us ex- 
amine them. 


Airship and Elements. 


Rain makes an airship slightly 
heavier, but sun and wind dry it 
off quickly. Airships have flown 
easily through torrential showers 
of the tropics.

Helium in a similar case would 
not have caught fire,

‘ully authenticated, where even a 
iydrogen filled airship, was struck 

lightning, without damage, the 
berfectly banded metal framework 
acting as a conductor, so that the 
current passed off harmlessly. 


Little Fog Hazard. 


FOG AND LOW VISIBILITY, 
while a real Hazard to the air- 
plane, is comparatively little haz- 
atd to the airship.

An airship doesn’t necessarily 
run away from storms. Some- 
times it flies into them to get the 
help of its favoring winds. I re- 
call that Dr. Eckener drove the 
Graf Zeppelin into the favorable 
side of a typhoon to increase his 
speed around the globe. 

The main thing is to know 
where the storm is, in which di- 
rection it is moving, what are its 
characteristics and what it will 
probably do. 

The science of meteorology, 
which, incidentally, has little to 
do with meteors, is still rather 
new and capzble of much great- 
er development. We do not know 
all we want to yet about the 
weather, but our knowledge is 
growing, and our facilities for 
getting and interpreting the in- 
formation are improving vastly. 


Meteorology’s Place. 


Most important of all, we are 
coming into a better recognition 


of importance of ‘meteorology.} 


Since the airship in its proper 
sphere of lang oceanic journeys 
flies by the weather map rather 
than by certain fixed and marked 
paths, meteorology very largely 
determines not merely the ship’s 
course, but its speed, its altitude, 
its preparations for landing and 
takeoff. It is the essence of the 
ship’s navigation. 

Snow and rain and fog and the 
rest, while not dangerous, had 
rather be avoided than met. The 
captain picks the course that will 
offer freest, fastest travel and 
greatest economy of fuel. Weath- 
er itself is neither an obstacle nor 
a hazard to the airship, but a 
thorough-going and _ up-to-the- 
hour knowledge of weather phe- 
nomena ahead and the correct in- 
terpretation of these phenomena 
is the key to safe and successful 
operation. 

The landing and taking off of 
an airship offer some difficulties, 
just as the docking of a big ocean 
ship requires experienced seaman- 
ship. And just as navigational 
aids have becn developed through 
scores of years for the steamship, 
such as tugs, buoys, lighters and 
so on, so the airship is beginning 
to develop safeguards in ground 
handling equipment, such as the 
mobile mast, and other mechani- 
cal aids. 

Facilities Like Liner. 

The airship has the same facili- 
ty as the steamship to heave to in 
extremely unfavorable conditions 
and wait for these to improve. 

The Graf Zeppelin is smaller 
and slower than ships of the Ak-

LONDON, Aug. 19.

HE present state of the world, espe- 
T cially of Europe, reminds me of the 

_ very common experience through which 
all citizens of London passed during the 
war. 

On nights which were propitious for an 
air raid, there was a general sense of ap- 
prehension that attack would come from 
some quarter of the sky and there was 
anxious scanning of the firmament and 
straining of the ear to catch the first whir 
of terrifying attack. 

The whole of Europe seems to me today 
to be in exactly that state of nervous dread. 
When war broke out 19 years ago, it sur- 
prised a world where the mass of the peo- 
ple in every country not only desired but 
expected peace. , 

Today, however, as strong as is the de- 
sire for peace, there is among the vast 
masses of people on the continent of Eu- 
rope an uneasin and in some countries 
a definite apprehension of war. I cannot 
believe it will. materialize—certainly not 
for years. But neither did I think so in 
the early summer of 1914. When these 
calamities are impending, we know neither 
the day nor the hour when they will come, 


Rivals Not Colleagues. 


Conferences have indeed served only to 
accentuate and emphasize the differences 
between the nations. The world economic 
conference demonstrated that countries 
would not combine to solve their financial 
and commercial problems because, they re- 
gard each other not as colleagues but as 
rivals. 

The disarmament conference failed ‘to 
produce disarmament because it was there 
made clear that no country feels secure or 
trusts its neighbor. The pacts and pledges 
of non-aggression which everyone has been 
signing and nobody trusts are so many wit- 
nesses that the nations are living in hourly 
fear of an outbreak of hostilities. 

All these treaties and discussions have 
achieved less than nothing toward clear- 
ing the air or leading the world into a bet- 
ter spirit of good-will, comradeship and 


peace. 
Nazi Bullying in Austria. 

Prominent among the latest symptoms of 
European unrest have been the efforts 
made by Germany to thrust Nazi propagan- 
da upon Austria. The revolutionary Nazi 
organizations in that country have been en- 
couraged by Germany. Nazi pamphlets 
have been scattered by airplane upon Aus- 
trian crowds. German broadcasting sta- 
tions near the Austrian frontier have filled 
the ether with war cries and incitements to 
their neighbors across the border. There 
have been shooting incidents and other acts 
of violence. In one of the more recent an 
Austrian patrol was ambushed by uni- 
formed,German Nazis and one policeman 
was shot dead. 

The spectacle of this little country, which, 
under its winsome, popular Chancellor Doll- 
fuss, is making a brave struggle against 
economic and social difficulties, being bul- 
lied by its Northern neighbor naturally ex- 
cites a good deal of lively sympathetic feel- 
ing among onlookers. 

Britain joined with France in making

Germany’s answer to this protest ‘was 
blunt and uncompromising. She denies 
that the pact has any application in this 
case and yeserves herself complete free- 
dom of action so that she can upset the ex- 

" gsting regime in Austria and encourage a 
Nazi government to take its place. 


Hitler’s Ambitions.

expected.- For it is the avowed aim of the. 


Hitler Government to weld together all peo- 
ples of German race in Central Europe in 
a powerful Nazi confederation. 

Hitler does not at the moment suggest 
annexing Austria, or even reviving the pro- 
posal for a customs union with her, such 
as was recently.banned by the other Pow- 
ers. A subtler, more effective alliance will 
be created if Austria “goes Nazi.” The 
adhesion of Austria is crucial for the suc- 
cess of his policy. And, as the présent 
Austrian Government is opposed to Hitler- 
ism, its overthrow becomes the first object 
of his campaign. 

He cannot contemplate failure here; and 
the record does not suggest he will easily 
be turned aside from his purpose. He has 
behind him a nation that has been ham- 


mered by defeat and adversities into a dan- 


gerous temper and his rhetorical genius has 
wrought it to a passion of patriotic self- 
assertion. f 


Germany’s Aggressive Ideals. 

Its ideals today are military and aggres- 
sive with all the vigor of narrow, fanatical 
nationalism, One cannot’ be surprised thit 
its neighbors are nervous over the outcome. 
All the same, Herr Hitler, who isnot with- 


out that practical shrewdness which knows 


when it is wiser to hold your hand as well 
as when to strike, must know that a pre- 
mature move means calamitous failure. He 
is not now dealing with the League of Na- 
tions but with two or three — na- 
tions.

trouble. The Balkans are an armed camp. 
None of the Balkan countries accepts the 
existing frontier lines. Raids, plots, and 
counter-plots, are endemic. Trains are held 
up and searched for bombs. There are ir- 
redentist agitations, secessionist move- 
ments. Open warfare has not broken out, 
but it is taken for granted among the peo- 
ple that war must happen before long. 

What is the cause of all the turmoil, 
terror, upheaval? Bluntly, it is the con- 
centration of peoples’ minds upon ideas of 
national power, prestige and expansion. 
There are material causes for their obses- 
sion with these ideas. 


Sources of the Trouble. 


The treatment meted out alien minorities 
by the Government under whom they were 
placed at the peace settlement has in some 
cases been harsh and oppressive, provoking 
them and the countries from which they 
have been severed with a desire for revi- 
sion of frontiers. 

The dislocation of trade and the steady 
march of commercial depression, resulting 
from a multiplying of customs barriers 
along the new frontier lines, added to the 
drag of post-war indebtedness, have bred 
poverty and hardship that provoke the wish 
to sweep aside these hindrances and to ex- 
pand the national dominion over an area 
large enough to serve economic prosperity. 

And the fear of strongly armed neighbors 
who have similar ideas of extending their 
frontiers and widening their economic field 
gives practical ground for thinking in terms 
of armaments, fighting power, and organi- 
zation for war. Injustice, poverty, fear— 
these are the causes of Europe’s preoccupa- 
tion with the notion to plunge into renewed 
warfare. — 

America’s Economic Pioneering 

To the people of the United States of 
America, these ideas no doubt seem remdte 
—all but incomprehensible. .For the Amer- 
ican people, untroubled hy questions of na- 
tional sovereignty, are busily concerned 
with the entirely practical problems of re- 
storing their own domestic trade and in- 


dustry, finding work for their unemployed, 


and creating conditions of prosperity, com- 
fort, and general well-being. 

To achieve these ends, they are explor- 
ing and pioneering through new regions of 
economic experiment where we onlookers 
watch their progress with keen and sym- 
pathetic interests, cordiatry wishing them 
success. 

When national grievances—real, not 
imaginary—are cleared away, we cannot 
only hope for disarmament but for healthy 
economic relations. Here we watch with 
special interest the immensely important 
experiments of the United States. Maybe it 
is necessary that the early stages of these 
experiments be carried out within the na- 
tional, self-contained framework. But it will 
be a tragedy for America and the world if 
she seeks to remain ultimately in a her- 
metically sealed casing. 


Pan-American Conference. 

‘The thoughts of the Western Hemisphere 
have not yet turned toward the Pan-Amer- 
ican conference which is to take place in 
a few months. They have not yet grasped 
its significance. The character of the 
agenda and the fact that all the countries 
of North and South America, except Can- 


ada, were represented at its preparation, 


demonstrate its possibilities. 

It is to discuss, among other points, or- 
ganization for peace, including arbitration, 
the Briand-Kellogg pact, procedure of con- 
ciliation, customs, tariff barriers and quo- 
tas—a very comprehensive and far-reach- 
ing program. | | 

If practical conclusions are arrived at, 
America may lead the world out.of its pres- 
ent tangle. The tragic example of Europe 
should help the countries represented at 
that Congress to see the folly of national 
policies which aim at exclusiveness of pow- 


er and national prestige.

Frank R. Kent, a political writer for 
the Baltimore Sun, says President Roosevelt is no 
more than a very able man availing himself of his 
opportunity. That is true. Things had reached a 
pass where the Reptblican progressives in Congress 
were out of the party.

Merle and Means tell us in “The 
Modern Corporation and Private Property” that the 
corporation, already sharing power with the state, 
may in time supersede it as “the dominant form of 
social organization.” 

A vital contest, truly. If we are to have a great- 
er diffusion of wealth through the masses to sup 


| port what Bertrand Russell calls our mechanistic civ- 


{lization, we must curtail individual profit. That is « 
revolutionary thing, a volte face for capitalism that 
can be peacefully brought about only by the interposi- 
tion of enlightened self-interest. If we are to plan 
industry and agriculture, establish minimum wages, 
outlaw sweatshops, shorten the work day and the 
work wéek, abolish child labor, and grant the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining, we must have patience 
and wisdom. We must recall that even highly civilized 
nations such as England have not accomplished these 
social advances in literally centuries of effort to do so. 

The Government will make mistakes. We will all 
make mistakes. That is of no importance. Only one 
thing is important: that we shall have the twill to do 
what the world expects us to do. We must think. 
We must be patient. We must be stanch. Thus, and 
only thus, can wé usher in the American Age.

Over a century and a quarter ago, a young English 
theologian named Malthus became fanous overnight 
through the publication of an essay on population. 
In this he prophesied that a large part of the human 
rate Was forever condemned to live in dire poverty, 
because, as he claimed, the power of mankind to in- 
crease Was so much greater than the capacity of the 
world to produce food, that population must always 
be pressing on the means of subsistence. Develop- 
ments in the Western world since Malthus have shat- 
tered his gloomy predictions; in part because of a de 
cline in the birth rate, in part because inventions 
and the opening up of new land areas have increased 
tremendously the food resources of the world. Yet, in 
Malthus was one truth that was not fully appreciated 
before his day: Mankind has a potential power of 
increase that, if not unchecked, could overrun the 
world in a few generations. Had the natural in- 
crease of population in the United States continued 
at the rate of colonial days, we would today have 
over half a billion people in this country. 

Recent news from Tokio brings to mind the writ: 
ing of Malthus. The population of the Island King. 
dom increased by over a million in 1932, setting a 
new record both for total increase and for total births.

For over a céntury before Japan was opened to worid 
commerce in 1853, the country had an almost sta- 
tionary population, with a lower birth rate than at 
present. Since then, the population has more than 
doubled. This increase is partly due to the devéelop- 
mént of the productive capacity of the country, but 
it has also been the product of the philosophy that, 
in order to make herself a force in world affairs, 
Japan must have an abundance of man power. “

HIS may well be, as the publishers 
T claim, the most comprehensive exposi- 

tion of the “New Deal” thus far offered 
in a single volume; and that it is authorita- 
tive cannot be doubted. There are chapters 
by Gerard Swope, Bernard Baruch and Don- 
ald Richberg; and nearly all the principal 
“New Deal” officials, from the President 
down, are freely quoted in support of the 
author’s presentation of the facts. 

As for the author’s philosophical view of 
the matter, it is certainly not lacking in 
enthusiasm and should entitle him to wear 
@ very large blue eagle. In fact, he seems 
almost to envisage the New Deéal as a cos 
mic matter, his first page being devoted to 
an archeological chart showing the vari- 
ous stages of man’s ascent from the eolithic 
period to the “New Deal control period.”

“We,” he elucidates, “measure the changes 
in the earth by eras or periods. . . . Once 
the Gobi desert Was a green and fertile land 
of milk and honey for millions of living 
creatures.

This includes everything, played, produced or announced or that 
has picture possibilities. The material comes from all parts of the 
United States and from many European capitals where the company 
maintains offices or scouts. It is a never-ending flood. 

The story department, or editorial board, is the clearing housé 

for the production department and functions both in New York and 
at the Hollywood studio. The great bulk of material starts its jour- 
ney at the New York end... By the first weeding-out process, every- 
thing is discarded which is obviously unfit to be made the basis of 
a money-making picture: What is left is sent to Hollywood, where 
further eliminations are made until only the strongest picture possi- 
bilities remain. 
/ By this time the original three hundred has been reduced to per 
haps five or six. But even this is too many. Five a month would 
be sixty pictures a year.and this would fill the company’s program, 
without’ taking into consideration the original stories, written di- 
rectly for the screen, by studio staff writers. 

On the Paramount program these original stories constitute near- 
ly one-half of the number of pictures to be -made. That cuts the aver- 
age of possibilities among the played or published material to less 
than three a month.

typical. She, like a good many 
other foreign stars lured to 
Hollywood, knew how to act 
when she came, but she didn't 
know how to look—which is 
what the American movie-going 
public is supposed to be most 
concerned about. Garbo and 
Dietrich didn't know how to 
look when they came either. 
There was a healthy sort of 
naivete about their appearance. 
Garbo was anything but mys- 
terious and Marlene was 
more than a trifle plump. 
Neither had anything of 
the “slickness,” the suavity 
or that inagazine-cover 
cadaverousness which Hollywood wor- 
ships as an ideal and which they later 
achieved through an extended course 
of pummeling, massaging; dieting, 
coaching and grooming. The movic 
remodeling corps literally made them 
over into something they did not originally 
resemble and sent them out to make life miserable 
for young things who didn't have and couldn't achieve, 
in any stage of starvation, such figures. 

The same thing is happening to Anna Sten now. 
There was a lot of reconstruction work to be done. 
In the first place, she was able to speak nothing but 
Russian, so the most obvious correction was getting 
enough English into her command to enable her to go 
through with a talking picture. Margareta Knapp, a 
stage star, undertook this task and has drilled her 
thoroughly not only in spéaking English that can be 
understood but in speaking it in the sophisticated movie 
star manner, and with due regard to American colloqui- 
alisms. The next obvious defect was a space be- 
tween her two front teeth which had to be closed 
up. No American movie assemblage would tolerate 
a star who showed a gap between her front teeth when 
she smiled. Dentists, therefore, had to remove the 
gap, by a special and very delicate operation. 

These two details had to be taken care of before 
she could be considered for any leading role, of course. 
With these out of the way, attention could then be 


turned to other matters such as the type of role she 


might be fitted to enact. Obviously, the remodelers 
would be able to work more intelligently with a definite 
objective in view. So they set about to select the role. 

This was a long and laborious process. Anna 
posed for hundreds of photographs in different cos- 
tumes, in different types of scenes, in different makeup 
and under different lighting. A great many scénarios 
were submitted to Goldwyn before one was finally 
selected as the best suited to her personality. When, 
at length, “Nana’ was chosen as a fitting medium, 
drawings and paintings of the late nineteenth century, 
which forms the story's background, were studied ex- 
haustively to determine proper costumes and hairdress.

Lynwood M. Chace’s New

Ruthless Laws

Kingdom. 


In the world of men and women love 
may be anything from broad farce to 
deepest pathos. But among the spiders 
it is never anything but stark tragedy, 
a sex drama moving swiftly to its in- 
evituble catastrophe. The male spider 
igs the victim of a remorseless fate. Once 
he yields to the wiler of a female and 
espouses her he is doomed. As soon as 
they have mated the bride kills her 
small husband and cats him. His bio- 
logical function fulfilled, nature allows 
him to be ruthlessly destroyed. 

Science long has known, of coursc, of 
the spiders’ deadly nupticls. But fresh 
illumination has recently been given 
the subject by Lynwood M. Chace, nat- 
uralist and photographer, who has won 
an international reputation by his pic- 
tures of insect life. In the following 
article, illustrated by his oin photo- 
yraphs. Chace tells of his observations 
of the marital tragedy and other typical 
episodes in a spider's eristence.

ES, it is a strange world 
that we are about to enter 
—a world where love 
means death. 

The main characters in 
this tragic tale are not hu- 
mans, but spiders. 

We walk down a picturesque coun- 
.try lane. Just around the bend we 
come to a pasture the edge of which is 
bordered with clumps of low growing 
bushes. 

In this growth we find the home of 
a notorious gangster type: of spider, 
one that kills everything that becomes 
entangled in its web.

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We also find that this species of 
spider lives in a folded ieaf covered 
Over and fastened at the bottom by 
web. This makes a very practical lit- 
tle house; the spider is well protected 
from rain and from the hungry eyes 
of other creatures of this strange 
world that might be looking for a 
plump spider to satisty their appetites. 

Closely observing, we find that lead- 
ing up to her home (this is the female 
spider) from the lacy web below, are 
one or two strings of silky thread 
which are attached to the leg of the 
spider. 

Most of the time the spider stays in 
her curled leaf. house, excepting when 
the web is badly damaged by the strug- 
gling insects that have been caught 
during the day. Then she comes down 
and mrends it (this duty is performed 
at night) to have the snare in readi- 
ness for the next day’s catch. 

The slender string of web, when it 
comes from her abdomen, is a fluid, 
and when it strikes the air it is im- 
mediately turned into the _ ajlken 
strands with which the web is woven— 
a feat that has been marveled at for 
centuries. 

The damaged web is made whole 
once more, and as the dawn is break- 
ing in the east the insect world begins 
its daily activities. It is a busy place. 

A katydid serenading his lady love 
high up in an oak tree loses his foot- 
hold and falls to the ground. Crawl- 
ing up a dlueberry bush, he makes a 
desperate leap to gain headway, but is 
suddenly stopped in midair. 

Why, what happened? He soon 
knows the answer, for he finds him- 
self fatally entangled in a snare.

Miss Spider, who has a keen appe- 
tite after working all night, receives 
a message by telephone (the strings 
that lead from her home to the 
web) that she has a catch. Now 
watch closely, for Miss Spider works 
fast. 

Sliding down these strings, like an 
expert tight-rope walker, she rushes 
upon the helpless victim. He is kick- 
ing and struggling with rage, trying to 
get free—but it is too late, for the 
cruel spider pounces upon him. 

Instantly she begins whirling around 
and around the katydid, at the same 
time producing wide strands of web 

from her spinnerets. Her vic- 
tim is putting up a fight to 
the utmost, but the web is 
tightening up on him and he 
ic getting exhausted. 

The spider continueg wind- 
ing the web around the vic: 
tim’s body, and now it is dif- 
ficult to tell just what the 
captured insect looks like as 
the katydid is enshrouded in 
a thick coating of web. 

The victim, by this time, is 
completely exhausted and 
helpless. The spider now 


sinks her deadly poisonous fangs deep 
into the katydid’s neck. He stiffens, 
quivers, and then is still. The battle, 
of only a few seconds duration, is over. 
The prey is now ready for eating. 
Watch closely, for this is interest- 
ing. She now begins cutting the web 
around the katydid until the body of 
the insect is free from the web; she

now takes the katydid in her fangs 
(much like a lion would take an ante- 
lope) and with head held backwards 
she carries the victim to the leaf home 
—and her feast begins. 

The dead insect is kept for a lone 
period, and when she finally drops it 
to the ground it is only a dried-up 
shell. 

It is now getting late in the fall, 
the time for spider love-making——and 
what a strange love it is! 

Looking carefully in the bushes near 
her web we find a tiny web, noticeably 
smaller than the one we have been ob- 
serving. 

At the upper end of this small 
web we discover a tiny spider, very 
much smaller than Miss Spider. 

This is her boy friend, but it looks 
as though he ought to eat some spin- 
ach before approaching his robust 
sweetheart. Ab, but nature is crue! 
and indifferent in her scheme, for na- 
ture’s only intentions for the tiny male 
spider are to mate and die—t#nd now 
we are about to see the enacting of the 
astonishing story of this strange love 
affair. 

The web of the male spider is at- 
tached to the female spider’s web for 
an important reason. It is a warm, 
sunny afternoon and Miss Spider feels 
the lure of love, so she calmly crawls 

down her web and begins 
tugging at the adjoining 
web of the male spider. 
What is she up to now? 
you might ask. Well, she’s 
‘phoning her boy friend. 
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but she can’t seem to gét a good con- 
nection, or the correct number, for she 
continues calling. 

You see, when she tuys at her web 
the connecting strands shake the tiny 
web of the male spider, and instinct 
tells him that the lady wishes to make 
a date. So, after many false starts, he 
cautiously strolls up into her web 

She sees him coming, and immedi 
ately begins going through strange te 
neuvers, which, being interpreted, 
mean that Miss Spider is registering 
sex appeal and all the charm possible 
to lure Mr. Spider into ,her parlor; for 
in this strange insect world the laws 
of propriety differ from those of the 
way '90s of our world.

In a Series of Sudden Raids, 
Government Agents Rounded Up 
Suspected Owners, Trainers and Jockeys 
in the First Skirmish of a War Against

Oyler is con- 
servative in what 
he says of the 
practice of doping 
race horses.

of the raid, after a series of sensa- 
tional wins. Two men were seen giv- 
ing Timorous dope, according to Oy- 
ler. Timorous is owned by Mrs. M. A. 
Creech, the mother-in-law of Ivan 
Parke, a well-known former jockey 
who was one of those arrested in the 
raid. Parke was rated several years 
ago as one of the best riders in the 
game. He has worn the colors of sev- 
eral famous Kentucky stables and one 
of his-last contracte was with the H. P. 
Whitney stable. 

Among others arrested were Hinton 
“Georgia Boy” Parks, John “Tip 
Easy’ Cride and William ‘Bottoms 
Up’ Cooney. Oyler used Cooney’s 
case to illustrate how the tie-up be- 
tween dope and horse-racing often 
works out. Cooney, according to Oy- 
ler, formerly rode horses for Tony 
Foley of St. Louls. He was ruled off 
the track in New Orieans. Some other 
bad luck came his way, as Oyler tells 
the story, and he took to peddling 
dope at the tracks. Last fall he was 
arrested on this charge, Oyler says. 
Every race track draws numerous 
drug addicts and peddiers who con- 
tact them there. At New Orleans 
Oyler says he has 20 strong cases. 

The investigation has only just be- 
gun in Chicago. Leslie E. Salter, an 
Assistant Attorney General, has been 
sent here from Washington to direct

the inquiry before a Federal grand 
jury. Nearly a hundred owners, train- 
ers, veterinarians and hangers-on have 
been subpenaed. Before it is over, 
and it may take some weeks to sift 
the great mass of evidence that Oyler 
and his agents have collected, the 
Government expects to bring indict- 
ments against higher-ups as well as 
grooms and jockeys. 

As Oyler points out, the money to 
be made on the ponies is one of the 
racketeers’ principal stakes. The money 
that flows through the pari-mutuel 
machines at a single important track 
far exceeds the amount that is 
taken in kidnaping for ransom. 
On the day following the raid the mu- 
tuels at Arlington showed an intake 
of more than $450,000. How much of 
this vast stake finds its way into the 
pockets of racketeers and gangsters it 
is impossible to say, but certainly the 
sum is large. 


HE racketeer bete his money 
with the dope. Say a horse 
has done badly for some 
time. He hasn’t even finished in 
the money. The odds are long 
against him. That horse gets a stiff 
shot of cocaine in the neck——the dose 
varies from two to six grains. He 
prances out on the track all keyed up 
and runs a winning race—much to the 
surprise of the ordinary customer. 
Those in the know who have placed 
their money on this long shot make 
a big killing. Dope, it is said, is rare- 
ly used to slow up a horse. That is 
achieved often by stuffing the horse's 
nose with small sponges. 

All of which serves to illustrate the 
remark of the philosopher to the ef- 
fect that the more he knew abdéut men 
the better he liked horses. The busi- 
ness of doping is cruel in the extreme. 
A high-strung thoroughbred horse suf- 
fers a severe reaction after such a dop- 
ing. It has the same effect in the 
.ong run that it does on human beings. 

H. J. Anslinger, Commissioner of 
Narcotics at Washington, came to Chi- 
cago to lend his aid in making the 
Government’s case. He had just re- 
turned from the international narcotics 
conference at Geneva, Switzerland, 
where the use of drugs on animals was 
one of the topics discussed. Game 
cocks are frequently doped. And so 
are carrier pigeons. 

Directors of the various race tracks 
about the country have, according to 
Oyler, given him their sincere co-op- 
eration. They say they want to see 
the practice stopped. But they also 
say that it would take a staff of super- 
visors so lafge that one or even two 
men would have to be assigned to each 
stable to prevent doping. Wealthy 
owners such as John Hertz of Chicago 
and Mrs. Payne Whitney would also 
like to see the practice stamped out. 
But some of them have a hard enough 
time preventing it from happentme 
in thelr own stables. At the time

house in St. John’s Wood. In 1928, 
Rosse and his wife separated, the hus- 
band leaving the house, where Mrs. 
Rosse and Gregory continued to stay. 
Some time later Gregury and his ‘‘sis- 
ter’’ moved to a house in Hyde Park 
Terrace, London, where they main- 
tained the same household arrange- 
ments as before, that is, she occupied 
the ground floor and basement and he 
the tbp floors, each having a house- 
keeper. 

On August 19, last year, Mrs. Rosse 
suddenly became ill after lunch, and 
sent for Gregory. He waa lunching that 
day, according tv his own account, 
with the former King of Greece at the 
Cariton Hotel. He hastened home, 


and Mrs. Roase asked him to write her 


will as she dictated it. 

In the presence of a physician and 
Mrs. Rosse's housekeeper he wrote 
the will—on the back of a menu card 
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which he found in his pocket. It read: 

“Everything I have, if anything hap- 
pens to me, to be left to Mr. J. Maun- 
dy Gregory to be disposed of as he 
thinks best and in accordance with 
what I shall desire.”’ 

The doctor and the housekeeper wit- 
nessed the document. 

Mrs. Rosse improved. But early in 
September she became ill again and 
died on September 14. Cerebral hem- 
orrhage and chronic Bright’s disease 
were given as the causes of death on 
the medical certificate. 

Gregory had Mrs. Rosee buried in a 
churchyard at Bisham, on the Thames, 
because,.he later explained, it was her 
wish to be buried by the river. He 
agreed to give 100 guineas to a parish 
chafity for the privilege of interring 
her in ground usually reserved for 
parishioners. The grave was shallow 
and the coffin was not sealed. 

The will was placed on record 
promptly. And it was discovered that 
Mrs. Rosse’s estate amounted to about 
18,000 pounds. Greg- 
ory said he had no 
idea she had so much 
money. The will was 
probated and the 
property turned over 
to Gregory. 

But shortly after 
Mrs. Rosse was bur- 
ied her husband and 
relatives instituted 
inquiries into the cir- 
cumstances of ‘her 
death. One of the 
relatives was a niece, 
Ethel Davies, who 
had lived with Mrs. 
Rosse at times. Mrs. 
Rosse once made a 
will in favor of her 
niece, but destroyed 
it after a quarrel 
with her. For sey- 
eral months the investigation was con- 
ducted, Scotland Yard being drawn 
into it. And on April 28 the body of 
Mrs. Rosse was exhumed and brought 
to London for a post-mortem. The 
medical examination involved particu- 
larly a search for traces of poison. 

Meanwhile, Gregory had served his 
jail sentence in the ‘“‘honors list’’ case 
and had left England. When an in- 
quest into Mrs. Rosse’s death was held 
a few weeks ago he did not appear, 
although a subpena for him had been 
served on his solicitor. To a repre- 
sentative of the London Daily Express, 
who found him in Paris, he said he did 
not consider his presence at the in- 
Quest necessary. Also his health was

not “altogether satisfactory.’”’ He was 
represented at the hearing, however, 
by Walter Frampton. 

The inquest was conducted by Ingleby 
Oddie, Coroner at Paddington. The 
most important evidence given was 
that no poison had been found in the 
dead woman’s body; that because of 
the manner and place of burial this 
finding did not preclude the possibility 
that. poison had been in the orguns at 
the time of death, and that the causes 
of death aasigned in the medical cer- 
tificate were incorrect. 

Sir Bernard Spilsbury, who made 
the post-mortem examination, and Dr. 
Roche Lynch, Home Office analyst, 
were the experts who testified con- 
cerning the condition of the body. 
Spilsbury said he was unable to dis- 
cover what caused Mrs. Rosse’s death. 

“Could you say whether there had 
been any hemorrhage of the brain?’’ 
the Coroner asked. 

“There had _  not,’’ 
swered. 

‘Were there any signs of Bright's 
disease?’’

Dr. Lynch said the 
top of the coffin was 
only about 18 inches 
below the level of the 
ground. 

“That is very shal- 
low?’’ the Coroner in- 
quired. ‘‘Yes,” said 
Dr. Lynch, “I have 
never seen one so 
shallow.”’ 

There was water in 
the coffin, Dr. Lynch 
added, and‘ he learned 
the churchyard had 
been flooded by the 
river; the body had 
been immersed in 
water for several months. 

Dr. Lynch testified that he found 
no trace of poison in an analysis of 
the organs. ‘In view of the time that 
elapsed since death,’’ he went on, “‘and 
the condition to which the body had 
been subjected it is quite possible that 
certain poisons could have become de- 
composed, thus rendering their detec- 
tion impossible.’’ 

The Coroner asked: ‘Are there 
poisons which might have produced 
symptoms or sigus similar to those 
Mrs. Rosse suffered from?”’ 

‘Yes,’ Dr. Lynch replied. 

“Is it a well known fact that after 
prvlonged exposure certain poisons do 
decom pose ?”’

“Yes,’’ said the analyst. 

L. A. Vine, representing Frederick 
Rosse, asked the witness: ‘Did the 
presence of water render your exam- 
ination more difficult?’’ 

‘“‘Not more difficult,’’ was the an- 
aswer, ‘‘but there is the possibility that 
owing to conditions there may have 
been poisons which had decomposed.”’ 

Lynch also said he found no trace 
of disease which would have caused 
death. 

Dr. E. Curnow Plummer, who at- 
tended Mrs. Rosse and signed the 
death certificate, was asked if he at 
any time had suspected that poison 
had been administered to his patient. 
He answered in the negative. It was 
brought out that Dr. Plummer had 
called in a consultant and Mrs. Rosse 
had been seen by two other doctors. 

One of the witnesses was the hus- 
band of the dead woman. He said, 
in answer to a question, that he had 
not seen his wife from the time of 
their separation until after her death. 

Walter W. Mann, the undertaker 
who buried Mrs. Rosse, was asked why 
the grave was so shallow. He replied: 
‘‘Mr. Gregory said there would be only 
one interment, and he made all ar- 
rangements.”’ 


B ENJAMIN GEORGE PENGELLY, 


an accountant, who said he had 


looked after financial affairs for 
both (+regory and Mrs. Rosse, was 
questioned by the Coroner as follows: 

‘Was Mrs. Rosse possessed of con- 
siderable private means?” 

“Toward the end of her life, yes.” 

“What was the financial condition 
of Mr. Gregory?’’ 

“At the time?”’ 

“No, before.”’ 

“It was good.” 

‘What was it on August 19, last?” 

Poor.“ 

After Chief Inspector Askew of 
Scotland Yard had testified that he 
left a subpena for Gregory with his 
solicitors and understood he was 
abroad, Frampton, Gregory's repre- 
sentative, asked him: “You know he 
left this country long before there was 
any question of an exhumation?” The 
Inspector answered: ‘I was given to 
understand so.” 

Rosse’s representative sought to 
have the inquest continued until Greg- 
ory Was present, but the Coroner re- 
fured. “No useful purpose could be 
served,”’ he said, “by subjecting Mr. 
Maundy Gregory to a cross-examina- 
tion which would lead nowhere. I am 
certain that a more careful analysis 
has never been made than that in this 
care. No poison has been found and 
no poison will ever be found in this

body. Therefore no possible charge 
could arise out of this inquiry. The 
exhumation was thoroughly justified. 
It is unfortunate that the result has 
to be so vague and inconclusive.’’ He 
gave an open verdict—that there was 
not sufficient evidence to show the 
cause of death’ 

In his statement to the Daily Ex- 
press, Gregory told at length of his 
friendship with Mrs. Rosse, and of the 
circumstances of her death. ‘‘She was 
a charming companion,” he said, “‘a 
witty and intelligent woman, and the 
most devoted of friends. ... We started 
to call ourselves brother and sister at 
the time I was living with Mr. and 
Mrs. Rosse in the same house in St. 
John’s Wood. The three of us were 
continually going out together, but 
Mr. Rosse often had to be away for 
long periods, and it was to save Mrs. 
Rosse and me embarrassment during 
his absences that we gave ourselves 
out as related. 

“I was always careful never to in- 
terfere in Mr. and Mrs. Rosse’s mar- 
ried life. It distressed me when dif- 
ferences arose between them. Even- 
tually there was a separation. The sep- 
aration made not the slightest differ- 
ence to the relations between Mrs. 
Rosse and me. We remained the clos- 
est of friends—and no more.... I 
advanced her money to buy a bunga- 
low by the river, and I also gave her 


a guarantee of five pounds a week for 


life. The guarantee was never used. 
.. . Mrs. Rosse made a great success 
of the riverside property—letting it at 
a handsome profit. From time to time, 
with my assistance, she acquired other 
properties, and was actually managing 
14 at the time of her death... . 

| “I always thought she was a com- 
paratively young woman—no more 
than 89 or so—and I never knew 
any better until I had to find out her 
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age for the purpose of the death cer- 
tificate. I could hardly believe then 
that she was in her fifties.”’ 

Concerning her final illness, he said: 
“We dined alone in Hyde Park ter- 
race that evening. I remember we had 
liver and bacon, and I gave her a little 
champagne, because I thought it would 
be good for her. ... Soon after I went 
to bed the bell rang (a bell in Mrs. 
Rosse’s bedroom) and I went down to 
find that Mrs. Rosse had been taken 
violently ill. She had fallen out of bed 
and almost collapsed trying to tele 
phone to a friend.

men and women of the circus grew fa- 
miliar with them and looked for them 
in the towns along their route. 
even came to know,each other in cer- 
tain instances. They were collecting 
the same kind of circus lore and some 
trouper passed the word along from 
one town to the next. ‘“‘Why, sure, 
there’s Jake Wagner, out in Des 
Moines, Iowa; he’s collecting posters, 
too. Why don’t you write to him and 
maybe he could tell you where to find 
the one you want?”’ 

It remained, however, for the astute 
ticket seller to suggest a permanent 
organization which would cement the 
interest and loyalty of this special 
breed of men and women crazy about 
circuses. The Circus Fans’ Association 
was formed in Washington, District of 
Columbia, in 1925, under the auspices 
of Melvin D. Hildreth, an attorney in 
Washington. There were 25 charter 
members. Within a year the organiza- 
tion had grown to a membership of 
more than 100. At present there are 
more than 400 members scattered all 
over the United States. Anyone may 
belong who is‘not actively connected 


They, 


with a circus. There are a few mem- 
bers who have had circus connections 
in the past, but most of them are pure, 
unadulterated fans. 

The majority, perhaps all, of the 
members, or at any rate the hundred- 
odd gathered here for the convention, 
are men to whom the circus was the 
great annual thrill. They come, most 
of them, from small towns, and they 
grew up in the era before the movies, 
“the good old days,’’ when the blos- 
soming of the first red and gold and 
green and blue poster quickened the 
imagination of every boy in town. Get- 
ting up at dawn to see the circus un- 
load. Yes, even carrying water to the 
elephants. This doesn’t mean that the 
Circus Fans are all graybeards. They 
range in age from 30 to 75 years. 

The chief objective of the Circus 
Fans is to preserve the circus. They 
realize that between the competition of 
the movies and the pyramiding of over- 
head and taxation, the circus is seri- 
ously jeopardized. The business of 
Ringling Brothers is, in the phrase of 
the show business, ‘‘spotty.’’ That is, 
a few good stands make up for those 


that are fair or poor and enable the 
company to break even, or, according 
to the claim of circus officials, show 
a small profit. Keep the circus! That 
is the impassioned plea of the associa- 
tion. A plea which the fans support 
with all possible tangible aid that they 
can give the circuses and circus people. 

The president of the association is 
Harper Joy, who jis also vice president 
of the Ferris and Hardgrove Invest- 
ment Company of Spokane, Washing- 
ton. Both Mr. and Mrs. Joy have 
spent their vacations for several years 
traveling with circuses on the west 
coast. He goes along as a clown, 
white and red paint and the tradition- 
al circus clowning, and Mrs. Joy rides 
a horse In the spéctacles. They pay 
for this privilege, and they say it’s 
worth it and a whole lot more. That, 
incidentally, illustrates a cardinal 
point of the Circus Fans’ code. They 
will not accept favors from the circus, 
not even so much as a pass to a single 
nerformance. 

Joy made the principal address at 
the annual banquet. The praise he 
paid to circus people was in terms of 


impassioned extrava- 
gance. If Roosevelt 
fails to put over the 
New Deal, said Harper 
Joy, let the circus peo- 
ple run the country. 
Haven't they shown 
these many long years 
what they can do for 
the cause of civiliza- 
tion? And this praise 
was none too strong 
for his audience. It 
drew ringing cheers of 
approbation. 

Hardly a Fan but 
collects some form of 
circusiana. Harry 
Hertzberg, a lawyer of 
San Antonio, Texas, 
has the finest collec- 
tion. He's been at it 
for years, gathering 
posters, handbills, Tom 
Thumb’s coach (at any 
rate, one of Tom 
Thumb’s coaches), 
Tom Thumb’s gun, cane and library, 
curiosities of every kind connected 
with the circus. It is perhaps the best 
Barnum collection in the world. Filed 
away in cases and cabinets, it occu- 
pies a large room in Hertzberg’s home. 
He wants to build a special museum 
for it, so that he won't have to keep it 
all filed away. 

The Hertzberg collection has taken 
a great deal of time and effort, 
seratching about in odd places. He 
hasn’t paid high prices. Henry Ford 
wanted the Tom Thumb coach, but 
made what the owner thought was a 
ridiculously low offer for it. Offend- 
ed, he sold it to Hertzberg for less 
than the Ford offer. There are post- 
ers in Hertzberg’s collection which he 
wouldn't part with for a great deal. 


HERE'S that poster showing the 
capture of Barnum’s “‘Wild Man 
of Borneo."’ The wild man is be- 
ing surrounded by his captors, who are 
netting him with a net made of heavy 
rope. Another poster shows the cap- 
ture; the wild man has got to one of 
his captors and torn his leg right off 
and holds it up with fiendish and tri- 
umphant glee. Hertzberg wouldn't 
take a lot for those two posters. He 
has the very rare set of Barnum lith- 
ographs that Currier and Ives made. 
John P. Grace of. Kokomo, Indiana, 
manufacturer of auto castings and 
parts, collects ruute books, The route 
book was a pamphlet—sometimes a 
fairly thick book—-giving the route of 
the circus during the entire season and 
a brief chronicle of any special events 
along the way. This book was sold 
or given to the performers. Grace has 
the most complete collection of route 
books in existence, about 400 books 


‘and about 700 routes that never got 


printed in booke. He can tell you, if 
you happen to want to know, where 
the Hagenbeck show was.on July 21, 
1898. And it is a good bet that he can 
tell without referring to the route book 
for that year. 

John R. Shepard of Wheaton, IIli- 
nois, collects and carves miniature cir- 
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cus animals. He has nearly 400 of 
these animals. Half of his collection 
he brought to Baraboo to display at 
the convention. Bert E. Siebert, head 
of an automobile distributing agency 
in Green Bay, Wisconsin, collects cir- 
cus horses. He has seven. ‘‘They just 
eat their heads off, but I don't feel 
like parting with them,” he says. Irv- 
ing Pond of Chicago, who says that he 
has forgotten how old he is, began as 
a boy to ‘‘collect’’ acrobatic tricks that 
he saw circus troupers perform. On 
his seventy-sixth birthday, which was 
some time back, he says he had no 
trouble in doing 13 backward and 23 
forward flip-flops in rapid succession. 
The membership of the Circus Fans’ 
Association is a cross section of Amer- 
ican life. F. J. Heckel of Bradford, 
Pennsylvania, is a chemist. The Rev. 
Thomas W. Drumin of Des Moines is a 
Bishop. W. E. Deacon of Peoria, IIli- 
nois, is manager of a hotel. Howard 
Penney of Gloucester, Massachusetts, is 
atinsmith. Dr. Enoch N. Olzendam of 
Manchester, New Hampshire, is a vet- 
erinarian. Bob Lucke of Havre, Mon- 
tana, is head of a clothing company. 


O the circus Fans this town is no 
less than a shrine. They spent 
much time in Baraboo prowling 
through the old Ringling winter quar- 
ters, recently sold. They poked into 
boxes of old shields, old costumes with 
the spangles tarnished, old circus gear 
of every kind. They held «a memorial 
service over the grave of Al, Otto, 
Henry and ‘‘Gus’’ Ringling and the 
parents of Al, Otto, Henry and ‘‘Gus.”’

There are still Barnum 
relics all over the place and a queer, 
musty museum that he left to the City 
of Bridgeport, with no endowment to 
keep it up. Walter M. Buckingham, 
who is the state chairman for Connecti- 
cut and head of the Thames Bank and 
Trust Company of Norwich, has prom- 
ised them a iively meeting if they will 
come to Bridgeport. Karl Kae Knecht, 
who is director of the Evansville (in- 
diana) Couriler-Juurnal, and editor, 
too, of the Circus Fans’ own publica- 
tion, The White Tops, favored Indiana. 
but it is probable that he will yield to 
Connecticut before time rolls around 
for another convention.
